The host time o 
the year for dehorning aged cattle i 
the last ol Ootober or first of Noveni 
bcr, and they should have no feed o 
water the day of dehorning or b 
allowed to ruu to hay or straw stacks 
afterward."

STONE AND HARDIN. 
Some men, Democrats at that, 
are telling it around that Capt. W. 
J. Stone is not sound on the 
money question; that he voted 
while in Congress for a gold bond 
issue.

Now, it may have 
been that Wat did not know bet- 
ter; he can't know everything, yet 
some people have to be born 
again in order to possess much 
knowledge.

INVISIBLE COLORING.

We stated on the authority of our 
Devon port correspondent that a* a re- 
sult of experiment* the English ad- 
miralty have determined to abandon 
the present system of painting torpe- 
do vessels entirely black, and to paint 

f,e upper portion of the veMels gray, 
his appears at first sight a curious 
inversion of Nature's, method's of se- 
curing. iftvMtility, Throughout fhe 
animal kingdom the rule prevails, in 
beasts, birds, fishes and insects, that 
the upper part of the body should be 
of a darker coIot than the lower, and 
scientific experiments have demon- 
strated the enormous utility of this 
arrangement of color for purposes of 
cealment. Taking the case of sea 
birds or fish, as being most analogous 
to warships, the upper part is almost 
invariably gray, but the lower portion 
white, or nearly so. The resultisthat 
the light shining upon the upperdeck 
surface and the shadow falling upon 
the lower light portion so equalize 
matters that at a short distance the 
bird or fish is invisible. The experi- 
ence of any shore gunner will bear 
this out in the case of those dark or 
uniformly colored ducks which strike 
the eye at immense distances, while 
the parti-colored gulls resting on the 
water are difficult to see at much 
shorter range. The reason, no doubt, 
by the decision of the admiralty 
seems to run counter to the expen- 
se of Nature is that the latter pro- 
ides only protective coloration in 
sunlight, moonlight, or darkness. 
The searchlight, with its brilliant lat- 
eral rays, introduces a new factor into 
5 case. — London Globe.

From this policy 1 have per- 
sonal knowledge that Japan has never 
swerved. On two occasions, when 
Chinese pride had pushed her to the 
brink of war, Count Ito by personal 
persuasion averted the issue. And at 
home, be it remembered, the so-called 
"conservative reaction" was eagerly 
reviving the study of Chinese history 
and literature*. 

But the mistake of the west in thid 
matter was nothing to the fatality of 
China's. In spite of Gen. Grant, 6he 
would not believe tn Japan's fUsJn"-' 
terednew nor in her denial of apos- 
tasy. The effort* of U were ultimate- 
ly Tnntles*, the cabal at Peking fe- 
eisting all reform that might expose 
their own cojniption; ano. after 2f 
year* of forbearance, Japan nad nc 
alternative but to bring her big bul- 
lying brother to hut centeo. She 
fought the war solely to win China 
over to her conservative policy. Thi* 
can be proved from every genuine rec- 
ord.— Erneet F. Fenollosa, in Har- 
per's Mag azine.

The exquisite glass from Venice i* 
well known nowadays, since the re- 
vival in its manufacture has taken 

S*the gbU^rkTof VetX^and 
Murano were world-renowned. 
Traders carried these wares into bar- 
barous countries and the rich rulers 
of the far east and darkest Africa 
counted Venetian glasses among their 
most cherished possessions. 

It is said Venetian glass was first 
made in the fifth century, but in 1083 
the first mention is made in writing. 
In 1275 the business had grown until 
the council of Venice prohibited the 
exportation of sajid or any material 
needed to make glass. Not even 
broken glass could be shipped away, 
and the furnaces of the glassmakeTs 
increased in number so rapidly that 
citizens feared fire and all the manu- 
factories were transferred to the town 
of Murano. 

The government guarded the se- 
cret of the glassmaking very strictly. 
In the fourteenth and fifteenth cen- 
turies a workman could not go abroad. 
If one did chance to escape he was 
traced and ordered to return. If he 
refused this all his relatives at home 
were put in prison. If he was still 
determined to remain away emis- 
saries were sent after him to kill him.

NOVEL NAVAL ADVICE. 
French Expert Recommends Slow Battle, 
ships ot Great Power. 

I send you a few point* from a con- 
version with M. Ndrmaud, (he 
fiotvd constructor of war vcaetla, <<;- 
pechiily torpedo boats, forth* French 
govern men t, of witch das* be lias sev- 
eral on hand. M. August in Xormaud 
remarked that undoubtedly France 
was inferior to Great Britain in num- 
ber of warships, but (hat it whs useless 
to attempt to decide beforehand the 
result of a modem naval war. It 
could, however, he accepted as a prin- 
ciple, both M to naval fighting and 
warfare on land, thatdifTerent tactics 
must be adopted by the weaker from 
those employed, by the stronger power. 
For tho weaker side to imitate the 
methods of the stronger must lead to 
di«a5ter. To continue to compete 
with England on the same lines, but 
with less money to spend for naval 
armaments, France, having a large 
army to maintain, would lead to her 
being reduced to a position of im- 
portance on the water. 

The experienced coistructorrecom- 
mends, in order to insure a chance of 
success, the employment of a different 
strategy, opposite tactics, and dis- 
similar weapons from those adopted 
by the adversary. It is of no use for 
France to build one ship when Eng- 
land is building three, copying at the 
same time British types of vessel. The 
only thing in which to imitate the 
navy of Alb ion is in its numbers. He 
recommends a general reduction in 
the speed of French, vessels in order to 
increase their numbers, with also at 
the same time an increase in their de- 
fensive power. A lesser fleet of very 
rapid vessels would be fatal; they 
would be of no use against the enemy's 

Sierchant ships, which would sail un- 
er a neutral flag. They could only 
jjee their speed to escape from superior 
numbers. 

So much is this question to the 
fore that the government has actual- 
ly ordered M. Normaud to build two 
armored seagoing torpedo boate, 
which are now being constructed in 
his yards, in addition to others in the 
Mediterranean arsenals. The busi- 
ness of battleships ie to fight under 
the most favorable conditions, there- 
fore number and strength are for 
them more important than speed. 
Cruisers are for these reasons not so 
useful as flotillas of torpedo boats, be- 
cause cruisers cannot fight battle- 
ships nor capture merchant steamers 
under another flag. The speed of 
torpedo vessels, as well as of the ves- 
sels that escort them, should be great, 
and of course the scouts. All the oth- 
er fighting ships should possess a com- 
paratively low rate of speed. 

These are the views of a French ex- 
pert, given for the benefit of his coun- 
trymen . — PaiyiWl_G^i£Ue . 

THE HUNGER CURE. 
American People Eat Too Much and Too 
Often. 

Two articles in the Cosmopolitan 
have for their moral that hunger at 
times may be a very valuable thera- 
peutic agent. One of these articles, 
by Mark Twain, 6ets this forth in the 
author's fanciful and whimsical fash- 
ion, while the other, by Dr. W. J. 
Youmnns, puts it in scientific terms. 
Probably the truth that these articles 
inculcate is one that needs to be im- 
pressed on Americans generally. The 
Medical Times and Register has the 
following to say on the subject: 

"The moral of both articles, briefly 
stated, is that we eat too much, and 
at times when there is no disposition 
upon the part of the alimentary or- 
gans to digest food. It is much bet- 
ter, instead of eating food at stated 
periods, to wait until the craving of 
the stomach demands food, no matter 
how long that may tye, presupposing, 
of course, that the digestive organs 
are in a physiological condition. From 
a disease standpoint the stomach may 
be in such a low, nervous condition 
that the lack of nutritional tone may 
be intensified to such a dcgTee as to 
make no demands for food. 

"There is much to be said in favor 
of tho facts contained in both article*, 
for it cannot be questioned that we 
eat entirely too much for the proper 
preservation of the natural force of 
our systems. We are constantly ac- 
cumulating more than we make use 
of, and despite the- fact that we have 
a surplus of tissue we are in a state of 
physiological bankruptcy. 

"The general conclusions to be de- 
rived from both articles are that 
Americans as a rule consume an exces- 
sive amount of food, the excesses be- 
ing most pronounced in the line of 
meats and sweetmeats."

FIVE "HOURS'" PIANO PRACTICE. 

The Famous LeschetUky Savs That 
Should Be the Maximum. 

As to the unrulier of hour* thai 
should be 8]>ent in daily practice, 
Leschetizky, the tanbua Vienna 
teacher, and the- instructor of Pade- 
dewvki, says it depends very much 
upon the pupil's power of concentrat- 
ing his mind upon what his finger? are 
doing — live hours he would call a 
maximum, ami less is better. "Don't 
practice so many hours," ho is always 
saying, "but use your brain more 
while you ore practicing Ix'arn to 
listen to what yon arc playing — to 
listen! How few there are who know 
how to listen!" And then, to illus- 
trate his meaning, he will strike two 
notes in succession, say G and D, and 
show what change? and shadings of 
meaning mov be effected by varying 
the time and tone quality. A little 
strengthening here, a holding back 
there, the quickening of a pulse, the 
change of an accent — thcee make all 
the difference between soul and clay, 
between art and artifice, but it takes 
a listening brain to feel them. Per- 
haps — and indeed it is so regarded — 
this habit is one of the most precious 
of the many really precious things 
that Loschetizky develops in his 
pupils. 

And then there is the habit he is 
always counseling of practicing away 
from the piano; not practicing with 
the hands, but with the mind, by 
thinking out a piece, note by note, 
passage by passage, until a distinct 
and original idea of it has been ob- 
tained. This work may be done, he 
says, at almosit any time, once the hab- 
it is formed, and may be done with 
orwithout notes. — Cleveland Moffett, 
in Ladies' Home Journal. 

V A Peculiar Hail. 

Th© St. Petersburg Academy of 
6cience was interested recently by a 
note from Prof. Karpinsky, describ- 
ing some peculiar hail which, fell in 
Russian Poland. The grains were 
pear-shaped and contained black 
granules. Chemical analysis showed 
that they consisted of iron, nickel and 
cobalt, and this satisfied Prof. Kar- 
pinsky that they were of cosmic ori- 
gin. The iron was magnetic. The 
grains, probably the debris of meteors 
that had been burned in the uppeT air, 
would have escaped detection had 
they had not been inclosed in the 
transparent hail pellets, where the 
contrast of color quickly called at- 
tention to them. 

Largest River Steamer in Europe. 

The largest river steamer in Eu- 
rope is the Amsterdam 11, recently 
built at Amsterdam for the Rhine 
service. It measures 85 meters in 
length and nine in width, and has a 
capacity of 975 tons.

People 
are again turning their attentiou (0 
raising of good stock of all sorts; in 
other words, they are going back to 
legitimate farming. When this is 
done by the rank and Hie you will 
again see a prosperous, fertile and 
happy countrr. 

Cattle are high, and it will take ten 
years to make good the shortage. 
Good horses are higher than they 
have been for years and are harder to 
And, and are going to be higher and 
scarcer still, but the demand is for 
big, fine looking horses.
